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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


Recent indicators for the provincial agriculture industry show continuing favourable 
conditions as total grain shipments and livestock marketings remained well above 1970 levels. 
Farm cash receipts to the end of October were $647 million, an increase of 10% over last year. 
Cash receipts from livestock and products totalled $372 million each year; receipts from field 
crops totalled $265 million in 1971 for the ten months as compared with $200 million in 1970. 
Payments to Alberta farmers under the Temporary Wheat Reserves Act inOctober reflect a 10% 
increase over 1970 in cumulative cash receipts from this source. 

The value of crude oil production to the end of the third quarter 1971 was $875 mil- 
lion, an increase of 23% over the same period in1970. The value of natural gas sales rose 10% 
to $196 million. Sales of propane and butane, at $24 million and $13 million respectively were 
40% higher. Comparative coal production value figures to the end of October are 68% higher 
than in 1970. 

Preliminary building permit totals for November 1971 are $14 million lower than for 
November 1970. Cumulative totals for eleven months are 29% higher than last year; at $504 
million, 1971 is the first year that building permit totals in Alberta have exceeded the half-bil- 
lion dollar mark. Dwelling starts in Alberta to the end of October totalled 18,666 compared to 
10, 217 during the same period of 1970. Starts in Calgary and Edmontonover this period account- 
edfor 93% of the total. Apartment construction accounted for 52% of the starts of these two centres. 

Alberta manufacturers shipments totalled $1,624million over the first ten months of 
the year, an increase of 3.4% over the same period last year. Gross sales of packing plants 


showed an 8% increase to the end of October. 


Comparable figures to the end of the latest months in 1971 for which figures are a- 
vailable show labour incomeup 9%, unemployment insurance payments up 51%,social allowance 
payments higher by 11%, bank debits down slightly, financing of passenger cars and commercial 
vehicles lower by 25% and 5% respectively, and restaurant receipts higher by 2%. 

Consumer spending inthe province remained strong in September. To the end ofthe 
third quarter total retail trade registered a 6.6% increase. Higher farm cash receipts and 
higher labour income should maintain strength during the final quarter. 

The consumer price index for Calgary-Edmonton rose by .8% in November, At 129.9 
itwas 3% higher than the November 1970index of 126.1. Theprovincial unemployment rate rose 


to 4, 2%in November from 3.7% in October, but was lower than the November 1970 rate of 5.3%.

MEMORANDA 


Estimated full-time enrollment in Alberta Universities and Colleges as of November 
1971 was 29,080, a decrease of 1.5% from the previous years enrollment of 29, 524. 

Employment in federal government departments and departmental corporations in Al- 
berta was 15,564 as at March 31, 1971. Total payroll during the first quarter of the year (ex- 
cluding overtime and retroactive payments) was $25, 626, 000. 

Actual police strength in Alberta totalled 2,635 in December 1970; a ratio of 1.6 per 
1,000 population. Of this total 1,529 were municipal police officers and 1, 106 were R, C.M, P. 
officers. Police strength for the Calgary metropolitan area was 632 and for the Edmonton met- 
ropolitan area 733 at the end of 1970.

Canadian immigration statistics show 2,493 immigrants destined for Alberta in the 
third quarter of 1971. During the first nine months of 1971 a total of 6, 528 Canadian immigrants 
listed Albertaas the province of destination as compared to 7, 886 during the same period last year, 

There were 1,400 Canadian civil aircraft, registered in Alberta, reporting flying 


hours in 1969. Of this total 1, 292 were fixed wing aircraft and 108 were rotary wing aircraft. 


Operating revenues of the twenty-three Alberta firms engaged primarily in the moving 
and storage of household goods, totalled $8 million in 1969. Operating expenses for the year 
amounted to $7.5 million. Salaries and wages of the 490 persons employed,on the average 


throughout 1969, totalled $3.6 million. 


Estimates based on family allowance statistics indicate the net number of children 
transferring into Alberta from the other provinces and territories during the period July 1970 
to June 1971 was approximately 1,200. Inthe last four years Alberta has gained about 6, 500 


children from the rest of Canada.

Total income reported on taxation returns filed by Alberta residents in 1969 amounted to $3,354 million as com- 
pared to$2,974 million in 1968. Residents of Calgary and Edmonton reported 68% of total income for the year although 
comprising only 51% of the provincial population. 


Almost 17% of all returns filed by Alberta residents in 1969 fell in the $5,000 to $7,000 range with a further 15% 
in the $7,000 to $10,000 category. Approximately 26% of returns filed showed income of less than $2,000 while 1. 2%

Total income reported inthe returns of individuals for the 1969 taxation year amounted to almost $3. 4 billion. 
Over the period 1966 to 1969 the total number of returns increased by 108,603 and total income increased by $998 mil- 
lion or 42%, 

The increase in total tax payable during this period was $277 million or 111%. Federalincome tax payable was 


up 107%, provincial income tax payable rose 130% and old age security tax payable was 100%higher in1969 thanin 1966.
